administrator in Philip J. Hall, who resigned 
his local position to go back home to his 
native Ohio. 
Hall is taking an administrator post with 
a better pay ing and larger Ravenna, Ohio, 
hospital. He came to Pottstown from nearby 
Barberton, both communities close to Akron 
and Cleveland. 
Ilis inclination to go hack home is 
normal. It is human, say psy chologists, 
to want to return. But flail’s greater 
desire is to serve a largrr public in a 
larger hospital. 
lie is a progressive hospital man, one 
of great mental fertility . He made many 
innovations at the Pottstown hospital, 
was planning to modernize departments 
that may have lagged with the times. 
But his great interest was in a larger 
hospital. He envisioned greater needs be­ 
cause 
of 
medicare's 
impact, 
when 
the 
geriatrics department 
may 
become over­ 
burdened. 
• 
• • 
He plumbed for a merger of Pottstown 
and Memorial hospitals, recognizing the needs 
for economy . Because he was a professional 
hospital man through and through, he was 
able to guide many of the hospital trustees 
whose daily endeavors are in the field of 
commerce and industry , and who did not 
have the time to assimilate the intricacies 
of hospital administration. 
Ilall developed new way s for caring 
for the ill at the Pottstown hospital. They 
may have appeared revolutionary to the 
old guard among phy sicians and nurses, 
but they proved to be of great aid in the 
treatment of the ill. 
As with every change in administration, 
some of his plans were opposed by the en­ 
trenched. but not strenuously . His innova­ 
tions were accepted when they proved to be 
workable, when changes made for better 
relations with the public. He was a great 
advocate of continued training for the em ­ 
ploy e — whether he was administrative or 
nurse. To this end he suggested a great 
many refresher courses, that certainly added 
to the efficiency of the hospital.

Not every hospital trustee received Hall’s 
suggestions with unadulterated enthusiams, 
but a majority on the board recognized his 
potentiality . He received a full rein, disre­ 
garded 
the 
minor 
murmurings 
and thus 
proved himself an ex ecutive of great stature. 
Hall’s stay here was short. It was less 
than three y ears. It almost fitted into a 
pattern of continued change within- the past 
20 y ears at the hospital. There four admini­ 
strators came and went within two decades. 
There was Leon Houck, who still manages 
a Lebanon hospital; Bert Sewell, who went 
to western Pennsy lvania, Edwin Prescott, 
and then Hall. 
This frequent change may hinder the 
trustees In employ ing a successor to 
Hall. It required almost a y ear to find 
the present administrator. It is hoped 
Dot » • much time will pass before a 
new man Is found, because this is a 
crucial period in the history of Potts- 
town's hospitals.

was word in Moscow that Soviet 
leaders are preparing their na­ 
tion for a possible formal split 
in the world Communist move­ 
ment. 
The Peking People’s Daily , in 
a 
broadcast 
article, 
accused 
Soviet leaders of helping the 
United States to contain Red 
China through a series of ac­ 
tions in Asia. 
Communist sources in Mos­ 
cow said that for the last two 
weeks 
a 
long Kremlin 
letter 
against 
China 
has 
been 
cir­ 
culated 
to 
Communist 
party 
groups, preparing them for a 
decision that reconciliation with 
Peking is impossible. A show­ 
down, 
these 
informants 
said, 
could come at the Communist 
party congress in Moscow start­ 
ing March 29 . 
The Soviet sources said party 
Presidium members, including 
first secretary Leonid I. Bre­ 
zhnev, have spoken at party 
meetings where the letter was 
read. 
The informants said that reci­ 
tal of charges against China in 
the letter is meant to be the 
basic document on the subject 
and takes a good two hours to 
read. 
The Chinese reportedly are 
accused of hindering Soviet aid 
to North Viet Nam, attempting 
subversion in areas like Mongo­ 
lia, 
staging 
border 
incidents, 
flooding this country with anti- 
Soviet leaflets, and falsely pro­ 
claiming that the Soviet Union 
secretly 
cooperates 
with 
the 
United States on international 
problems. 
Some sources said the letter 
also accuses China of try ing to 
drive the United States and the 
Soviet Union into a nuclear war. 
The 
Peking 
People’s 
Daily 
listing what 
it called Soviet- 
Amerian collaboration in Asia, 
cited the Viet Nam issue, India- 
Pakistan talks at Tashkent and 
Japan-Soviet talks in Moscow. 
The 
article 
was 
signed 
by 
“ Observer,” usually meaning a 
senior official of the Peking re ­ 
gime. 
It said “ The course taken by 
the Soviet leaders on the Viet 
Nam, 
the 
India Pakistan 
and 
Japan questions completely con­ 
forms with the requirements of 
U.S. imperialism, and especial­ 
ly with the latter's policy of en­ 
circling China.” 
On the Viet Nam question, the 
article said, “ The Soviet leaders 
have 
been 
steadily 
hand 
in 
glove with the U.S. imperialists. 
Commenting on Alex ander N. 
Shelcpin’s recent visit to Hanoi, 
the People's Daily said the So­ 
viet delegation arrived in Hanoi 
“ amid the fanfare of 'peace of­ 
fensive’ trumpets blown vigor­ 
ously by the Johnson adminis­ 
tration,” and asked: 
“ What was Shelepin’s attitude 
to this gigantic fraud, this mon­ 
strous conspiracy ?” 
The article said, “ He did not 
ex pose it, still less did he con­ 
demn it. But on the other hand 
the Soviet press, for obviously 
ulterior purposes, went out of its 
way during this period to ex tol 
the so-called 'Tashkent spirit.’

VATICAN CITY (A P) — Pope 
Paul VI is “ determined to go to 
the limit to help resolve the 
Vietnamese situation” and is 
considering dramatic new steps, 
a 
well-placed Vatican source 
•aid Wednesday. 
He may make a new trip out 
aide Italy, possibly to Geneva or 
anywhere else he felt his inter­ 
vention might help to end the 
war, this 
source 
and 
others 
agreed. They made no mention 
of a possible trip to Viet Nam. 
The Pope also might make an­ 
other public appeal to leaders 
involved in the conflict. 
The Vatican weekly I/Osser* 
vatore della Pomenica said the 
Pope “ is not resigning” from an 
attempt to bring peace to Viet 
Nam. 
• • • 
After an unprecedented peace 
pilgrimage to the United Na­ 
tions in New York last October, 
Pope Paul followed up with 
messages to the United States, 
the Soviet Union, Red China and 


North and South Viet Nam urg 
ing a truce leading to negotia 
tions. 
The Pope is known to have 
been disappointed by lack of 
response from Red China and 
North Viet, Nam. He also has 
expressed 
concern 
over 
re­ 
newed U.S. bombing of North 
Viet Nam. 
If the Pope went to Geneva, it 
presumably would be in connec­ 
tion with another conference on 
Viet Nam. 
It was in Geneva in 1954 that 
a conference ended the French- 
Indochina war and since then 
there have been attempts to re­ 
vive it for peace negotiations. 
The United States has said it 
is willing to return to Geneva, 
but the Soviet Union, cochair­ 
man with 
Britain of the 19f>4 
conference, has refused to join 
in calling another meeting.

Opposes, B u i . . . 
O’Malley Could Be Persuaded to Accept Expansion 
NEW YORK (AP) - Walter 
O'Malley testified Wednesday 
that he could be persuaded to 
accept expansion in major 
league baseball — but reit­ 
erated his personal opposition to 
expansion now. 
The owner of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, a powerful figure in 
baseball, completed his deposi­ 
tion in Wisconsin’s court action 
against the Braves and the Na­ 
tional League. In the antitrust 
suit, the state is seeking to 
make the Braves play in Mil­ 
waukee this year — instead of 
moving to Atlanta — unless the 


city is given another big league 
franchise for 1966 
Didn’t Know Feeling 
O’Malley, who testified earlier 
that expansion in 1966 “would 
wreak havoc on the league and 
on my club." said under cross- 
examination that if a substan­ 
tial majority of owners favored 
immediate expansion he “would 
subordinate my personal feel­ 
ings" and go along. 
He added that he did not know 
the prevailing majority feeling 
on the issue. 
Depositions in the suit are 


being taken at the offices of Na 
tional League attorneys, with 
Willard Stafford representing 
Wisconsin and Bowie Kuhn rep­ 
resenting the league. Several 
baseball men have given deposi­ 
tions here and in other cities. 
O’Malley was questioned for 
two hours Wednesday, com­ 
pleting testimony started Tues­ 
day. 
Nine-Team League? 
In his first session, O’Malley 
predicted an eventual expansion
